In Philadelphia, one dealer said 


his sales had declined by two- 
thirds during the week. In St. 
Louis a supermarket operator de- 
clared a 10-day moratorium on 
butter and eggs sales in. three 
stores in protest against "ridicul- 
ously high" wholesale prices. A 
wholesaler in Washington said 
sales were off 30 and 35 per cent 
because of consumer resistance.

cities yesterday, including a drop 
of 4^s cents in New York and 
Philadelphia and 3 cents in Chi- 
cago. Top grade wholesale prices 
at yesterday's. market close were 
74 cents at New York: 72 to 73% 
at Philadelphia and 72.5 cents at 
Chicago.

to the engravine division where a printing plate is produced. Al Berncr. depart- 
ment superintendent, sets the lens on the 24-foot engraving camera preparatory to 
copying the picture onto engraving film. 


After the film has been taken from the big camera 


and processed through chemicals it is stripped onto 
plate glass in an operation which is carried out above 
by Robert Cramer.

o dental health. For the first 
ime all rural and village schools 
>f Lee County will have a dental 
lealth education program 
con- 


ducted by Martin D. Walton. DCS 
of the staff of the Lee County 
lealth Department. 


This program has the approval 


of the dentists of Lee County and 
Mr. John Torrer.s. County Super- 
intendent of Schools. A dental 
survey of all rural, village, public 
and parochial school children was 
started last week by Dr. Walton, 
assisted by a nurse from the staff 
of the Health Department. Par- 
ents are invited to be present at 
the time of the examination. This 
is particularly important in the 
follow-up for correction of the 
dental defects found. Following' 
the examination in each instance 
in which correctible defects are 
discovered, the child will be re- 
ferred to the_ family dentist. The 
record showing the correction of 
defects should bev signed by the 
dentist and returned to the teach- 
er. 


All children should be examined 


in this program even though they 
are reaeiving- regular dental su- 
pervision by their family dentist, 
in order that the records at the 
end of the survev will show the

• America Trip at Foreign Travel Club 


Miss Esther M. Barton 
was 


yuest speaker at the first meet- 
ing of the year of Foreign Travel 
club members held at the Love- 
land House. 
Her topic was "A 


Traveler in 
Central 
America." 


To illustrate her talk, the speak- 
er used a map_on which she had 
drawn her itinerary. 


In general Miss Barton stated: 
Nicaragua, the country in Cen- 


tral America that is studied the 
most in school geography, has 
one of the most unusual attrac- 
tions of the region in the "new- 
born" volcano, Paraquatin, which 
rose up in a field. To reach the 
area in which it is located it is 
necessary to ride horseback. 


Travel by Horseback 


During such trips Indians lead 


the pomes and carry lanterns for 
night travelers to use as guides. 
Although the wind is blowing in 
the opposite 
direction 
sulphur 


fumes are still discernible. 


The lava is a grey or black 


color and can be picked up either 
in soft or cinder form. 
When 


the cinder form falls it resembles 
the sound of clinkers in a fur- 
nace. 


Travel to Mexico City is by 


train and the same method is 
used for getting to Vera Cruz. 
The scenery both along the tracks 
and along the Pan-American'high- 
way is somewhat similar to that 
of Utah. During the rainy sea- 
son it is so cold at night that the 
best way to keep warm is to iron 
the" bed. 


- Costumes of Natives 


In the village of Zincanton, col- 


orful and interesting costumes are 
worn by the natives. The men 
wear braided hats of straw-col- 
ored material. 
Each 
braid 
is 


made of 20 strands of the fiber. 
"Unmarried men denote their sta- 
tus by using vari-colored ribbons 
on the hat and in the strap that 
fastens under their chin while 
those who are married designate 
the fact by wearing only a brown 
cord under the chin. 


The people of the country are 


100 per cent Spanish and the pop- 
ulation is dense. When 
disease 


comes to them everyone take« 
the same precautions. 
Because 


there was a hoof and mouth in- 
fection existing during the sum- 
mer in some places, travelers were 
required to walk through a trough 
of sawdust and have their berths 
fumigated. 


Tropical Climata 


In Guatemala 
the 
climate is 


tropical. 
Rooms for tourists in 


one of the cities, Malacatan, are 
on a patio and are curtained'off 
with drapes that do not reach 
to the ceiling. 


An automobile is the best way 


to travel in this area as the pub- 
lic conveyances are always over- 
crowded. Built to hold 16 people 
with four on a seat, they pick up 
every peasant along the way until 
there are as many as seven in a 
seat. 
The peasants 
often 
are 


loaded down with all 
types of 


produce. 


One of the beauties in this por- 


tion of Central America is the 
bird of paradise 
plant, 
which 


grows in profusion. 
The vegeta- 


tion reaches heights well above 
the tree line and its 
branches 


seem to reach into the clouds. 


The costumes of Guatemala are 


colorful and picturesque. To pur- 
chase them at a lower price it is 
advisable to have a native do the 
bargaining with the market ped- 
dler. 


Fiesta in Village 


In the Lake Apiqua area there 


are three mountain peaks and 15 
villages. 
One of these was hav- 


ing its annual three-day fiesta 
Stores were closed and the anci- 
ent tradition being observed by 
everyone. 


As has been the custom for cen- 


turies, a statue of Christ is taken 
from its place in the cathedra 
and moved into one of the public 
plazas where it is placed on a 
base made of dauphins and a 
blue ball.
